To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough  of  Buxton  for  the  year  1957# 

The  contents  of  the  report  have  been  compiled  in  a 
manner  to  comply  with  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  the  vital  statistics  are  based  on  the  information 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home 
Population  for  1957  is  19 ,180  - a figure  So  higher  than  that 
for  1956. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1957  was  17.15  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population  against  16.84  for  1956.  The  Death  Rate 

for  1957  was  11.68  against  13.39  for  1956.  The  Infant  Death 
Rate  was  18.24  compared  with  9.31  for  1956.  In  considering 
the  Infant  Death  Rate  one  must  always  relate  the  number  of 
deaths  to  the  number  of  births.  Thus,  in  the  year  1957  there 
were  6 deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year,  whereas  in 
1956  there  were  3. 


Infectious  Disease:  There  were  6 cases  notified  of 
Tuberculosis,  (Pulmonary  6,  Non-Pulmonary  - )«  There  were 
no  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  now  treated  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  patients  are  transferred  mainly 
to  the  hospital  at  Stockport. 

The  two  diseases  accounting  for  the  largest  number  of 
deaths  were  Malignant  Neoplasm  and  Heart  Disease  or  Disturbances 
of  the  Circulatory  System.  The  former  contributed  32  of  the 

total  number  (and  of  this  32,  there  were  5 (All  Males) 
attributed  to  Neoplasm  of  lung,  Bronchus,)  and  the  latter  87 
(14.41%  and  39.19%). 

No  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  were  notified. 

There  was  1 death  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  4 
from  all  other  accidents. 
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In  previous  years  I have  made  reference  to  the  Bore 
Hole  at  Stanley  Moor,  and  now  in  1957  there  is  tangible 
evidence  of  the  progress  of  the  water  undertaking. 

Waterworks ; The  new  Filtration  Plant  at  Stanley  Moor  was 
completed  during  the  year  and  is  operating  satisfactorily. 

A new  high  filling  reservoir  has  been  constructed  at  Cold 
Springs  and  when  completed  will  be  served  by  pumps  at  Corbar. 
This  will  then  mean  that  the  whole  of  the  Borough  is  supplied 
through  the  filter  stations  at  Stanley  Moor  and  Lightwood, 
each  of  which  are  equipped  with  all  the  necessary  filtration, 
chemical  dosing,  and  sterilising  equipment  necessary  to 
produce  a satisfactory  potable  water. 

Reconstruction  of  Sewage  Disposal  Works : The  contract  for 
the  first  phase  of  this  work  has  now  been  completed  and  the 
plant  is  functioning  satisfactorily.  This  phase  consists 

of  detritus  separation  and  washing  plant,  together  with  storm 
overflows  and  settlement  tanks,  sludge  pressing  equipment, 
together  with  pumping  stations,  recorders,  etc.  Work  on 

the  second  phase,  which  comprises  new  rectangular 
bacteriological  filters  and  humus  tanks  working  on  the 
principle  of  alternating  double  filtration  is  expected 
to  commence  in  1959. 

During  the  year  1S57>  194  now  houses  were  erected  in 
the  Borough  - 175  as  part  of  a Municipal  Housing  Scheme  and 
19  by  private  enterprise. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
various  members  of  the  Health  Department  Staff  for  the 
continuance  of  their  enthusiasm  and  willing  service,  and  for 
the  courteous  manner  in  which  they  carry  out  their  daily 
work#

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply:  The  Borough  is  almost  entirely  covered 
by  a piped  supply,  and  on  no  occasion  throughout  the  year  1957 
was  there  any  shortage. 


The  water  supplies  of  the  Borough  are  mainly  upland 
surface  water.  The  supplies  are  tested  chemically  and 
bacteriologically  at  least  once  a month  and  daily  examinations 
are  conducted  for  the  pH. 

There  are  three  main  supply  reservoirs  for  the  Borough, 
namely  Stanley  Moor,  Lightwood  and  Burbage  and  three  subsidiary 
supplies,  Turner  Lodge,  Cold  Springs  and  Blake  Edge.  In 

Stanley  Moor  and  Lightwood  supplies  there  is  complete  filtration 
and  Chlorinating  Plant.  The  water  from  Burbage  Reservoir  is 

pumped  over  to  Stanley  Moor  Reservoir  and  treated  there. 

Cold  Springs  supplies  a very  limited  area  of  a few  houses  in 
the  higher  part  of  the  Borough  towards  the  N.W.  Terret 

Reservoir,  which  is  now  a covered  reservoir,  receives  its 
supply  of  filtered  and  chlorinated  water  from  Stanley  Moor  and 
supplies  a few  cottages  in  the  S.W.  of  the  Borough.  Blake 


Edge  for  many  years  was  unused  and  supplies,  I understand,  now 
only  one  farm.  Turner  Lodge,  towards  the  N.E.  of  the  Borough, 

supplies  a small  portion  of  the  Eastern  part  of  the  town# 

Several  of  the  waters  have  definite  plumbo-solvent  action, 
one  cupro-solvent  action  and  these  are  carefully  observed  and 
due  precautions  are  taken  to  minimize  the  plumbo-solvency. 

Whenever  any  sample  of  water  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
further  sampling  is  carried  out  and  bacteriologically  pure  water 
is  secured  by  means  of  Chlorination,,

(1)  Slaughterhouse  & Meat  Inspection  - There  is  still  only  one 
licensed  Slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough,  viz.  at  Haslin  Farm,  Harpur 
Hill,  wherein  Pigs  are  slaughtered.  Whether  this  will  continue 

when  the  new  regulations  come  into  operation  will  remain  to  be  seen. 
There  was  some  increase  in  Slaughtering  at  Chelmorton  due  to  two  new 
Butchers  commencing  Slaughtering  operations.  At  one  period,  your 
Meat  Inspector  was  visiting  the  Slaughterhouse  five  nights  per  week. 
Certain  improvements  were  carried  out  at  Chelmorton  during  the  year 
by  arrangement  with  Bakewell  Rural  District  Council  and  this  Authority. 
The  owner  provided  a separate  sheep  hanging  room  and  new  equipment  was 
provided  in  certain  instances.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND

There  were  383  cases  of  Measles  notified  during  the  year, 
otherwise  there  was  no  marked  epidemic  of  infectious  disease 
during  1957. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  County  Council  and  is  carried  out  in  the  Clinic  at 
Bridge  Street,,  346  children  are  reported  by  the  County 

Council  to  have  been  immunised  against  liphtheria  during  the 
year,  Medical  Practitioners  were  invited  by  the  County 

to  take  part  in  immunisation,,

To  the  Mayor,  Members  of  the  Council  & Burgesses. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  meteorological 
report  for  1957.  It  is  89  years  since  the  station  was 

founded,  in  connection  with  the  Devonshire  Royal  Hospital. 

Eight  months  in  1957  had  a temperature  slightly  above 
the  average.  Unfortunately  for  holiday  makers,  these  were, 

with  the  exception  of  June,  all  in  the  winter  season.  June 

provided  not  only  the  highest  monthly  average,  but  also  the 
warmest  day  of  the  year,  81°  on  June  28th.  May,  July, 

August  and  September  were  all  subnormal. 

The  holiday  months  of  July  - October,  together  with 
March,  also  distinguished  themselves  by  having  more  than  their 
average  share  of  rain.  September  was  nearly  washed  away, 

with  more  than  10  inches  of  rain  - 2%  times  the  average.  The 

11th  of  September  has  the  dubious  distinction  of  providing  the 
wettest  day  of  the  year;  in  24  hours  nearly  two  inches  were 
recorded.  April  was  exceptionally  dry;  rain  fell  on  only 
9 days  and  the  total  for  the  whole  month  was  only  half  an  inch; 
the  lowest  on  record  for  April.  The  total  for  the  year 

was  53.3  inches. 

June  was  the  sunniest  month;  268  hours  of  sun, 
unmasked  by  haze  or  mist,  were  measured.  On  two  days  we 

were  able  to  record  14.6  hours.  January  was  the  dullest 

month  of  the  year  - v/c  could  only  scrape  together  12.5  hours  for 
the  whole  month,  while  February  with  more  than  74  hours,  v/as  the 
sunniest  since  1910. 

The  prevailing  wind  was  SW  in  the  winter  months,  and 
NW  in  the  summer,  largely  accounting  for  the  temperature 
fluctuations  from  normal. 

During  the  year  both  school  groups,  and  individuals 
have  been  shown  the  instruments  and  listened  to  explanations  of 
their  use. 


I should  like  to  thank  my  deputy,  Mr,  Burton,  and  the 
staff  of  the  Library;  and  also  the  staff  of  the  Engineer's 
Department  at  the  Tov/n  Hall,  for  making  it  possible  for  me  to 
reach  the  instruments,  in  times  of  drifting  snow.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  & Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report 
as  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  year  1957  has  again  brought  forward  a new  crop 
of  legislation  affecting  the  work  of  the  Department,  As 

regards  the  amount  of  time  spent,  it  is  true  to  say  that  the 
Rent  Act,  which  is  not  really  a Health  Act  at  all,  was  the 
most  important.  Many  tenants  and  landlords  were 

interviewed  and  many  inspections  made  and  much  advise  has 
been  given,  both  by  the  Health  Department  and  the  Town  Clerk* s 
Department. 


The  Housing  Act,  1957?  a consolidating  Act  but 
incorporating  certain  now  provisions,  also  came  into  force 
during  the  year. 

It  was  very  distressing  to  learn  that  due  to 
financial  circumstances,  the  Council  found  themselves  unable 
to  carry  on  building  now  houses.  Because  of  those 

financial  restrictions,  Improvement  Grants,  which  I have 
always  looked  upon  as  a fine  thing  from  a Housing  standards 
point  of  view,  have  also  been  somewhat  curtailed.  It 

means  that  for  another  few  years  people  will  have  to  go  on 
living  in  old  worn  out  properties  and  the  Housing  Act  that 
was  to  wipe  out  slums  at  last  will  again  have  failed  in  its 
ambition. 


It  is  also  very  distressing  to  report  that  the 
work  of  the  Department  has  suffered  again  through  shortage 
of  Staff,  Last  year,  the  first  year  with  a full  staff 

since  the  middle  of  1953?  some  of  the  outstanding  work  was 
overtaken.  From  June  of  this  year,  the  Department  was 

again  half  staffed  and  together  with  the  impact  of  the  Rent 
Act,  the  majority  of  routine  visits  had  to  be  abandoned. 

It  is  not  a good  thing  from  the  Town's  point  of  vi ew  that 
the  catering  promises  and  food  shops  generally  should  not 
receive  the  routine  visits  of  inspection  found  in  practice 
to  be  necessary  to  maintain  these  establishments  in  tip  top 
condition.  I would  once  again  exert  the  Health  Committee 

to  do  all  in  their  power  to  make  the  post  of  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  attractive  enough  to  fill. 

This,  Mr.  Mayor,  will  be  my  last  Annual  Report  to 
your  Council,  and  I would  sincerely  like  to  thank  all  the 
Members  of  the  Council  and  especially  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  help  and  co-operation 
they  gave  which  makes  ones  working  life  so  much  more  pleasant. 
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To  Dr.  Cochrane  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department,  I 
have  nothing  but  praise  and  they  certainly  made  my  task 
easier. 


In  conclusion  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to 
record  that  once  again  full  co-operation  was  forthcoming 
from  the  other  Chief  Officials  and  their  Staffs  on  all 
occasions.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OP  JMILK 

Number  of  samples  taken  in  1957  was  40  against  59  for 
the  year  1956. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  fisheries  sample  all 
designated  raw  milk  supplies  once  per  quarter  for  the  methylene 
blue  reduction  test  (keeping  quality),  but  they  do  not  carry 
out  any  biological  tests.  They  do  not  make  any  tests  of  raw 
non-dcsignated  milk  supplies.  We  sample  all  designated  milk 
supplies  once  every  three  months  for  biological  test  only, 
and  all  non- designated  milk  supplies  once  per  month  for  both 
biological  and  methylene  blue  tests. 
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The  sampling  of  Pasteurised  milk  is  carried  out  hy  the 
County  Public  Health  Officer,,

The  Derbyshire  County  Council  is  the  i!Pood  and  Drugs'1 
Authority  for  the  area  and  I am  indebted  to  the  County  Analyst 
for  the  following  report  in  respect  of  samples  obtained  within 
the  Borough  and  action  taken  during  the  year  1957.

One  sample  of  T.T.  Pasteurised  Milk,  retailed  by  a dairy 
company,  contained  added  water  and  this  was  followed  by  the 
taking  of  samples  from  supplies  as  received  at  the  Dairy.  One 
of  these  supplies  also  contained  added  water  and  samples  were 
taken  from  8 churns  in  course  of  delivery  from  the  farm  concerned. 
Added  water  in  these  ranged  from  6 - 10%.  Proceedings  were 

taken  and  the  farmer  was  fined  £3  together  with  £11.  11.  0 Costs. 

One  other  sample  of  T.T.  Pasteurised  Milk  contained  a 
small  amount  of  added  water  and  the  supplier  was  cautioned. 

A sample  of  Canned  Sterilisc-d  Cream  was  found  to  contain 
a small  amount  of  sucrose.  To  comply  with  the  Labelling  of 
Pood  Order  the  addition  of  sucrose  should  have  been  declared  on 
the  label.  Representations  were  made  to  the  manufacturers. 

Exception  v/as  also  taken  to  the  labelling  of  Ice  Cream 
which  was  on  sale  in  a carton  containing  the  description  "Real 
Dairy  Ice  Cream".  The  Report  of  the  Pood  Standards  Committee 
published  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Pood 
during  1957  recommends  that  this  description  (and  variants 
likely  to  suggest  the  use  of  dairy  ingredients)  should  bo 
reserved  for  Ice  Cream  in  which  the  whole  of  the  fat  content  is 
milk  fat.  Analysis  of  the  product  concerned  showed  it  to 

contain  a considerable  proportion  of  fat  other  than  butter  fat. 

The  manufacturer  agreed  to  amend  his  labels. 

A sample  of  Italian  Apples  contained  lead  in  excess  of 
the  limit  recommended  for  foodstuffs.  The  contamination  was 

presumably  due  to  the  use  of  load-arsenate  spray  as  an  insecticide 
since  arsenic  was  also  present  but  not  in  undue  amount.  These 
findings  were  confirmed  by  the  taking  of  a further  sample. 
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The  fruit  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  and 
remaining  stocks  were  withdrawn  from  sale  and  destroyed. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 

WATER  SUPPLY  -SAMPLING 

Samples  are  taken  once  per  month  from  each  of  the 
five  reservoirs  serving  the  town. 

The  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  at 
the  Devonshire  Royal  Hospital,  Buxton.  The  chemical 

examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Analyst  at  Derby.

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REFUSE  /FID  SALVAGE 


A weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  with 
additional  collections  from  hotels  and  restaurants  as  required 
operates  throughout  the  Borough  except  for  a few  isolated 
premises  in  the  outlying  parts.  There  are  three  refuse 

collection  vehicles  operating  full  time  and  the  whole  of  the 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

The  present  vehicle , a pre-war  S & D Freighter,  has  now 
seen  the  best  of  its  days  and  is  proving  very  costly  to  run. 
The  Committee  authorised  the  purchase  of  a new  Van  to  replace 
this  vehicle,  but  to  date  it  has  not  arrived.  Salvage 

continues  to  fluctuate,  the  output  from  the  shops,  hotels  etc. 
seems  to  be  on  the  increase,  whilst  the  Mills  enforce  a quota 
system  with  the  merchants  which  at  times  makes  it  difficult  to 
dispose  of  the  baled  salvage.
